C     Charter  Amendment.  Passage  rate  is  65.7% 

L     Lease  Revenue  Bond  issue.    Requires  a  simple  majority.    The  only  two  items 
passed,  Moscone  Center  improvements  in  1986  and  Parking  Facilities  in  1987. 

O  Ordinance.  Usually  placed  by  initiative.  Passage  rate  is  37.9% 

P  Policy  Declaration.  Passage  rate  is  62.3% 

R  Recall.  The  only  attempt,  to  recall  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein,  failed.

The  Second  Letter  indicates  how  the  items  was  placed  on  the  ballot: 

C  A  Proposed  New  Charter  was  placed  on  the  ballot  in  1980  by  an  elected  charter 
commission.  The  item  failed. 

1  Initiative  Petition.  Passage  rate  is  42.8% 

L  Labor  Disputes.  The  charter  provides  that  unsettled  contract  disputes  between  the 
City  and  employee  groups  be  put  before  the  voters.  Of  the  14  measures,  an 
employee  group  has  won  only  one  measure  (in  1980  concerning  premium  pay  for 
laborers  working  in  raw  sewage). 

M  The  Mayor  may  place  Ordinances  or  Policy  Statements  on  the  ballot.  This  was 
done  eight  times  in  the  27  years  covered  by  this  report.  Two  of  the  measures 
passed.  They  concerned  a  non-profit  garage  corporation  tax  and  a  meal  allowance. 

R  Four  ordinances  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  were  placed  on  the  ballot  by 
Referendum  petition.  Smoking  Control,  Poly  High  zoning  for  housing,  and  Pineview 
housing  at  the  Robert  Levy  Tunnel  were  all  approved  by  the  voters.  Balboa 
Reservoir  site  for  housing  was  rejected  by  the  voters. 

S     The  Board  of  Supervisors.  Passage  rate  is  68%. 

s  Four  or  more  individual  supervisors  may  place  an  ordinance  or  policy  declaration  on 
the  ballot.  Ten  such  measures  have  passed,  twelve  have  failed. 

2  Three  items  were  put  on  the  ballot  in  two  ways.  In  one  case  it  was  both  by 
initiative  and  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  (District  Elections  in  November  1980).  In 
two  cases  (Embarcadero  Freeway  and  Baseball  Stadium)  it  was  both  by  the  Mayor 
and  by  seven  members  of  the  Board  acting  individually  (the  four  or  more  members 
process,  not  a  vote  of  the  Board).  All  three  of  these  propositions  lost.
